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SKIMMED MILK FOR CALVES 



Since Most of Fat Has Been Removed 
in Cream Carbohydrates Needed 
to Make It Balanced. 

SldimiK^i.l milk is a little richer in 
protoiii than whole milk, but lower in 
carbohydrates. Since most of the fat 
has been ranoved in the cream the 
skimmed milk will need carbohj-drates 
to make it a balanced ration for calves. 

A good plan is to replace a portion 
of the whole milk with skimmed milk, 
gradually incn>a.se the skiinini^d milk 
wilii some I'nriu of earbohyUralcs till 
all of the w hole milk is replaced by 
8kimmcd milk. Fine ground meal is 
one of the best carbohydrate suiaile- 
mcnts to hv fed with skimiucd milk. 
i>ome feeders cook the meal, stir it 
In the skimmed milk and feed it to the 
calf. After the calf is two \ve(>ks oM 
ii \\ill eat li:u» Krouiid meal ami if fed 
f^iiiall quantities will assimilate it. 
Linseed meal is also used. 

Care should be taken In feeding 
r;ilv<-;. Tiny should be taught to 
drink from the pail as soon as pos- 
sible. Nothing but clean vessels shi'uld 
be us(m1 and the milk should be clean 
aud warm.

Poultry is the only class of do- 
mestic animals which is suitable 
for converting this waste mate- 
I'ial. right where It is produced 
in Ih" city, into A\}ioI.^^o:i]e and 
nutritious food in the form of 
eggs and poultry meat. 

I'^ach hen in her pullet year 
.should produce ten dozen eggs. 
The average size o^' the back- 
yard flock should be at least ten 
hens. Thus each flock would 
firoduce in a year 100 dozen eggs 
v. hich, at the conservative value 
of 25 cents a dozen, would be 
worth $25. 

By keeping a back-yard poul- 
iry flock the family would n<4,t 
only help in reducing the cost of 
living but would have eggs of a 
qu.'ility and freshness which are 
often tlillicult to olilain.

Spasmodic narrowing or closing 
of the larynx is not unusual in child- 
ren, and it may also occur, although 
more rarely, in adults. In grown 
people it is commonly called spasm 
of the glottis — which means exactly 
the same thing as spasm of the 
larynx. It comes on very suddenly 
and often without any premonition; 
the victim suddenly fands his breath- 
ing interrupted^ and sometimes he 
has the greatest difficulty in taking 
even a few short, jerky inspirations.

commonly called croup. It may be 
a spasm that occurs independently 
of anything else, but it is usually as- 
sociated with catarrhal or other in- 
flammation of the vocal cords. 

Tbe uncomplicated spasm is call- 
ed laryngismus stridulus, or laryn- 
gospasm; it ordinarily occurs in 
children who are suffering with rick- 
ets. The attacks occur suddenly 
without any evident cause. The 
most common form of laryngeal 
spasm is associated with an acute 
catarrhal inflammation of the larynx 
and is known as catarrhal or spas- 
jnpdic croiip pr catarrhal spasm of 
the laryn^. The attacks generally 
come in the night. The child is 
awakened about midnight, or soon 
afterwards, by most distressing ef- 
forts to catch his breath. The sinl 
low inspiratiod that he succeeds in 
making is accompanied by a hoarse, 
stridulant sucking sound, and at the 
same time there is a loud, barking 
cough that adds to the child's dis- 
tress by expelling more air from the 
lungs and thus making it necessary 
to draw in stiil more air through the 
narrowed laryngeal opemug. 

Although extremely alarming, the 
spasm is seldom fatal, owing to the 
fact that It does not last long. Af- 
ter the attack there is huarsneas and 
a cough, both ut which persist for a 
time. These attacks are likely to 
be repeated at mare or less frequeut 
intervals in sv>-caHeil crou^ty child- 
ren. .\ prfdispositu>n to eioup may 
be caused by eulargod tousils or 
adentils, and a croupy child should 
always be carefully examined by a 
ih^sctiU. The immediate spasm 
may be relieved by inhaling the va- 
por of slacking lime obtained by 
j throwing two pounds of lime into a 
bucket of steaming water, or that of 
' a teaspoonful of compound tincture 
' of benzoin in a pitcher of steaming 
j water, or that produced by vaporiz- 
j ing ten grains of menthol in a.spocn 
held over the gas flame or over an 
alcohol lamp.
